PRINTERS ON A STRIKE.

Mcmbera of I'llliliunh Typoarnpli- -

leal Union Walk Out ot the
lMUabnrsh Dallies.

Pittsburgh, Pa., Dec. 17. The mem-
bers of Pittsburgh Typographical Un-

ion No. 7 have walked out of the of-

fices of the Pittsburgh dally news-
papers and struck work, although tile
scnlo or contract between the prin-
ters and publishers does not expire
until December 24. They have not
struck for higher wages. The de-

mand
A

Is that the machinists, employ-
ed to care for the linotype machines,
and who are members of Duquesno
lodge No. 191) of the International
Association of Machinists, be forced
to' become members of tho typograph-
ical union.

To nccede to this demand would be
to violate n contract between the pub-
lishers and the machinists. Tho con-
test of the typographical union, there-
fore, resolved Itself Into pn attempt
to disrupt a( union of fellow work-
men. It Is not primarily n dispute be-
tween newspaper publishers and print-
ers, but a dispute between printers
and machinists, and an effort on tho
part of the printers to use the pub,
Ushers as n club to drive the machliv
ists Into the typographical union.

Tho present Rtrike is the work of a
few contentious men. Tho industrious
printers of Pittsburgh, with families
to support, have been forced into it
ngainst their will. They were not al-

lowed to vote on the proposition at
nil, but were ordered out by some out-
side authorities.

THE WHEAT CROP.

The StatUtlctnn ot the Aicrlcaltnral
Dennrtineitt Slaked Ills lleport

to IIU Chief.

Washington, Dec. 17. The statisti-
cian of the department of agriculture
reports the wheat crop of the United
States for 1809 at 547,300,000 bushrjs,
or 12.3 bushel per acre. The produc-
tion of winter wheat is placed at
201,700,000 bushels, and that of spring
wheat at 255,000,000 bushels. Every
Important wheat-growin- g state has
been visited by special agents of the
department, und the, changes In acre-
age nro the result of their investiga-
tions.

The newly seeded area of winter
wheat Is estimated ot 30,150,000 acres,
which is about 200,000 acres, greater
than that sown in the fall of 1898,
The bowing of wheat is still going on
in California and some of the south-
ern states and tle foregoing estimnte
Is subjcQt.fo correction.- - ThC nverngb
of condition is 97.1.

Tho acreage sown with winter rye
is estimated at .70 per cent, less than
.that of last year. The average of
condition is 93.2 per cent.

The compilation of the average re-
turns from individual farmers is ap-
proaching completion. Any slight
changes that may be called for in the
average yield per acre of corn, oats,
barley and other crops as published
October 10, will be made at an early
date, and the final figures will then
be available.

QUAY'S APPOINTMENT.
